STATE OREDIT. 


We briefly ativerted Jast week to the new Jaw of the State of Indiana, in refe- 
rence to the liquidation of her public debt ; and we have the pleasure of record- 
ing, in this week’s number, a returning sense of justice on the part of Penn- 
sylvania, The new bill proposed by the Finance Committee of the Pennsyl- 
vania Senate, if moulded into a. law and carried fully into effect, will soon re- 
store her to thé ranks of solvent and Bond-paying States. We cannot but look 
upon these recent movements as strongly significant sigus of a keen sense of the 
discredit and dishonor which have attached to the suspended States; and we 
can readily believe that Maryland, Illinois, Michigan and others, will soon 
follow the example now set them. 


It is only necessary for the respective Legislatures of these States to face the 
subject boldly, and set themselves seriously and soberly to work, for the 
adoption of energetic measures, by means of which their indebtedness can be 
cancelled; Such measures must be adopted sooner or later, and by immediate 
steps the burden of taxation (which is at last found to be the only resource) | 
will fall gradually upon the people, and in part, as it should, upon those who 
how enjoy the benefits arising from the public works. 

Pennsylvania proposes a bold measure, too bold, we almost fear, for the Le- 
Gislature to carry through ; but it will, if passed, most efficiently and thoroughly 
overcome the existing disability of the State. The Treasury receipts of the

the Public Debt, for 1846, $2,023,996. The Public Debt of; the State_on the Ist 
December, 1845, including the Funded Debt, Relief Notes, interest in arrears, 
and Domestic Creditors, was $40,946,393 (for details of which ree Bankers’ 
Weekly Circular, p. 195): ‘Phe ordinary resourees ofthe State will meet its 
current liabilities for the year, and by the adoption of the new revenue 
measure, the principal of the debt will eventually be extinguished. “ 


Some of our friends have objected to our remarks in last week’s number, re- 
specting the new law of Indiana; and we now recur to this subject in order to_ 
illustrate..more fully our views. The creditors of the State will no doubt 
acéede readily to the terms of the law, and will contribute their pro rota of the 
fund required to finish the Canal. But the objectionable feature of the law to 
our mind, is the proposition to release the State, “ the faith and credit of the 
State,” from One-half of the debt, as provided in section 92. This section is 
jusetted as a” sort of rider'to the bill, and seems to us gratuitous, so far as it 
compels the Boud-holder to look to the Canal revenues only for payment of one- 
half the debt. 

Assuming that the Canal will eventually accomplish all that is expected (and 
none who aré familiar with the fertile regions of Indiana and Illinois can doubt 
it), then there is no occasion to release. the State from any portion of its lia- 
bility ; and if the Canal should not perchance pay, we should not consider the, 
State of Indiana as in equity absolved frcm its lability on the Cana] Bonds. 

As the law now is, we look upon it as a compromise between the State and its” 
creditors ; a compromise of which the State will be ashamed twenty years 
hence, and which it will then gladly expunge from the statute-book. There is 
no occasion for such a half-way measure on the part of one of the great States . 
of this Union; and more especially on the part of one possessing such immense 
resources as Indiana. 


The new law is exceedingly awkward in its phraseology, unnecessarily diffuse | 
in its details, and contradictory in its provisions, As we cannot find room for 
it in our columns, we append the most important sections of the bill, as follows : 


Sxc. 32. The State has the option at any time to require a surrender of out- 
standing stock issued under Sec. 1, by giving a new certificate for half of prin- 
cipal, bearing 5 per cent. interest per annum; which — and interest 
shall be payable and redeemable by the State out of revenues thereof, the prin- 
cipal at the pleasure of the State; and another certificate for the other half of 
principal, at 5 per cent. interest per annum, but to be payable and redeemable 
only out of cana! lands, tolls and revenues, as by Sec. 8; and from time to time 
when the State shall call in said stock issued t Sec. 1, and issue new cer- 
tificates, its faith and revenues shall only be pledged for half of said principal 
and interest thereon at 5 per cent. interest per annum ; aad for the other half 
and interest, the holders of said certificates shall look solely to Canal lands, 
tolls, and revenue, as by Sec. 8: Provided, however, that the State shall have 
the option of redeeming said Canal certificates out of revenues of the State; 
and, provided also, that the excess of Canal revenues, lands and tolls, after, 
paying said interest of said 5 per cent. per annum, on said Canal stock, if any 
there Le, sha'! be applied to the of said stocks. 

Src. 34. This uct is to take effect only so soon as the subscription as required — 
by Sec. 6, shali be made thereon, aud 10 per cent. thereon up; the Gov. 
ermor not to make a deed to trustees until there are surr red and cancelled — 
bonds of the State to the extent of half the outstanding bonds, excepting Bauk 
bonds: Provided, that the acceptance of lands grinted by the United States 
shall not de construed to the State to finish the Canal from revenues 
from taxation. 

Sec. 34, Trustees not to interfere with charter for improvement of White 
River. 

Src. 36. State reserves ihe right of fixing by law the salaries of trustees. 


Of the sum of $2,400,000, which is yet to be subseribed by the bond-hold- 
ers or others, in order to complete the Canal, we are advised from Indiana that 
all but one-third will be raised from the sale of the Canal lands and other 
property, leaving only about $800,000. for new subscriptions. There will of 
course be no difficulty in obtaining this amount. 

The whole debt of the State on the Ist January, 1847, (interest added) will be _ 
$12,750,000. in order to provide for the interest, and ultimately for the re-~ 
demption of the principal, the State bas laid a tax of 26 cents on each $100) 
value of the property in the State, and a poll tax of 75 cents. :

He bad been cashier of the Bank 
twenty-two years. 

Tux Lone Istanp at charter of the institution hay- 
ing expired, it has now organized under the General Banking Luw, with a capi- 
tal of three hundred thousand dollars, and its cfreulation secured by New York 
Staté Stocks. 

The Hungerford Bank (by S Hungerford. an individual Banker), and the 
Kirkland Bank (by O. Gridley, an individual Banker), have also been started 
during the year. Hungerford’s notes are secured wholly by New York stocks, 
and partly by bonds and mortgages. 

"The notes of the Farmers’ and Drovers’ Bank of Buffalo, are under protest. 
The securities In the Comptroller’s lands are $11,000 New York stocks. The 
outstanding circulatior is $10,9 1. 

‘An unfounded report as to the Bank of the State of Indiana, was circulated 
at St. Louis on the 10th instant, and for some days thereafter, the notes of the 
Bank were sold at 3@5 discount. 

A run was made on the 25th ulto. on the Atlantic Bank, Brooklyn, caused by 
a foolish rumor as to the ability of the institution. It is scarcely necessary for 
us to say, that there is not a Bank in the State (out of the limits of New York 
city), possessing a larger c. pital than the Atlantic Bank.
